Finally the coroner submitted the 
notes of the evident^e taken at his trial, 
the handwriting of the de< eiused having 
first been identified. In this document 
the objections raised by Alexander Sul- 
livan against Crouiu Bitting on the com- 
mittee were statetl at length. The pro- 
test was overruleii by Burns. l\o;;ers, 
McCahey aud Cronin. t)ne witiie.ss. 
name not given, but snj)|>osed fo be 
Luke T)illon, fci^titieil that he was sent 
to Kiif-'laiid to ilo ■"iM'trve work. " He 
was given tl and a steeruge ticket. .\s 
soon as tliev reached Ijoudou they were 
called ii| )( 111 liy two men whom he be- 
lieve,! to le Scotland Yard iletectives. 
He returueil in three wt^«■ks in the stee - 
age. UiMin hisairival he was given lO 
by (me Donovan, and object el to tiie 
smallness of the amount. He was s.ioii 
cuilloil UIK)U to go acit>.s8 again and f > 
take auotlier man with liini. One uf the 
two men who was to help him was ■Folui 
J. Malioney, He was given only ^.'.'oii, 
and soon after Ids amval in LKindon the 
money e;ave out. Agaiu he was called 
on by the British detective,s. Here the 
notei iH'coiue fragmentary. One mira- 
graph I ea Is : "The work was to l)e di >ne, 
although the money ran short, Sanir- 
day we did it There were four men, 
aud they were given #600. They did 
four 'operations, " 

The witness did not use his iwisiiuie l 
name in Loudon, but that of the tri- 
angle's ngf^ut Thia agejit who was not 
witliin four miles of from where the 
w ot k wa>i done was in prison. Ita this 
wuse the Injtrayers were uriled 

The evidence went on to tell of the 
men sent iwrftss the water. Lomasney 
and Fleming woi'e sent in 1MH"» and 
killed iu London. Wlien the uuknowii 
witness wanted to raiae a fund for the 
defeuse of the men on teiai in En.^land, 
(xeu. Kirwiu said that friendless men 
were better off at such times. When 
the witneas returned from New Tork he 
had "three half peoim" in hia pocket 
The row in the Pltofanxg etmvention 
waa gone over. 

Anottier witneaa told bow Dillon had 
bean given mon^ for hia "aetive work, " 
and how Moroney had been given $400 at 
one time and $600 at another by Gen. 
Kirwin, in behalf of the executive, bo 
that he ooold ' go into the funiiahing 
goods buaineaam Philadelphia. 

Otiier witneaaea told of Oapt Lomas- 
ney'a miaaion of deatraotion toSngland. 
Carrol. Kerwin and Boland were aoored 
for neglecting the famiUea of the dyua- 
mitwa. Flemmg's motJier died in the 
poor hooae. The captain* wife waa 
turned out of her house by the aheriif 
She testified before the ooinmittee that 
she had received bnt $1,000 from the 
organization. She aaw Alexander Sul- 
livan aud told hia hm osndition, bat he 
did not aid hw.
